I F I undertake to explain the Nature,the Differences, 


not only of the different T 
alfo of all the different CharaSters of their Minds. 

That the Reader may more eafily underftand what I 
am to fay upon this Subje& , I fhall obferve, in the firft 
place, the fenfible Principles of the Blood and of its Re- 
crements, and give a general Notion of the natural Pro- 
portion of Quantity to be found among them. All the 
Chymical Philofophers and Phyficians, who have hitherto 
endeavoured to give us the Analyfis of that Liquor, are 
agreed that it confifts of Phiegm, Sulphur, Acrimonious 
Sale or Alkali, and Earth. Every Body knows that the 
Air we breath, is full of Nitre , and that many Aliments 
contain faline acid Particles; and therefore there is no 
doubt that the Blood is always impre with an Acid 
Salt, that floats in its Mafs. The quantity of each of 
thofe Bodies, that form the Blood, is naturally fuch, chat 
Phiegm is always more plentiful in its Mafs chan Sulphur. 
The Quantity of Sulphur exceeds that of Sale} and Salt 
prevails above the Earth. I thall obferve by the by, chat 
each. of thofe Bodies , on which the “Temper of the 
Blood, and of all its recremientitious Juices, is grounded, 
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ought to be look’d upon as Predominant , without any 
regard to its Quantity, whenever it happens to be Supe 
rior to > hem by its Qualities. To make the Reader ap- 
pes hie I have juft toot — ~~ muit obferve that 
hiegm is always more ‘plentiful in the Lymphatick Por- 
tion of the Blood , for Inftance, ‘than all its other Prin- 
ciples together. And yet all Phyficians are a , thac 
Sulphur prevails in it; when the 1 us Particles are 
large enough,to abforb thofe of its Phlegm,of itsAcrimo- 
nious Salt,and of its Earth,and to hinder them from being 
made-fenfible. ,"Tis alfo ac samme, ge Age Sulphur

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i ‘on is manifeft, becaufe the Difference obferva- 
oe a heat of Men’s Blood, and the heat of the 


ortoifes, for Inftance, cannot be explain’d but 
pore imhsene Proportion of the Quantity and er 
ties of Phiegm, Sulphur, Salt, and Earth , which con z 
tute the Blood of Men and Tortoifes. Nor can the-D 
ference between the Fluidity of the Blood of Two feve- 
ral Men, be aecounted for, but by the different Propor- 
tion of the Quantity and Qualities of the fenfible Prin- 
ciples, which form the Blood of thofe Two Men. To 
confirm what I have afferted, I fhall obferve that tho the 
rincipal Qualities of the Blood , ( I mean its Fluidity, 
Proiftnets, Rednefs, Heat , and Fermentation , ) conft- 
dered in themfelves, are doubriefs the Effects of its Form ; 
yet they depend upon the different Proportion of the 
Quantity and Qualities of the feveral Bodies of which it 
is made up, when they are confidered with refpe& to the 
ciffetent Degrees of cheir Extenfion. In effect, as the 
Phlegm of the Blood is in greater or Jefler Quantity, that 
Liquor is more or lefs fluid : When its Sulphur is more 
or lefs plentiful, and fat , and when its Particles are more 
or lefs clofely united ; it is more or lefs vifcous , {weet, 
andred: As the Quantity of its Salt is greater or Jeffer, 
and more or lefs exalted, it is more or lefs capable of Fer- 
mentation: And when its Earth is more or lefs plentiful, 
it prevents its Fermentation more or lefs. 
hat I have faid hitherto being fuppofed, the Temper 
of the Blood may be look’d upon as fimple and com- 
pounded. There are Four forts of the Simple Temper, 
and Twelve of the Compounded , as it will appear by 
what I thall fay hereafter. Of the Sixteen Differences of 
Temper, which I have Jaid down,I fhall only explainTen.. 


Of the Firft Simple T emper of the Blood. 


When the fenfible or immediate Principles of the Blood 
are in fuch a Proportion of Quantity and Qualities, that 
its Actimonious Salt, not being plentiful enough, or fuf- 
ficiently diluted by the Phlegm, or being too full of Sa- 
line, Acid, or Earthly Particles, cannot well divide its 
Sulphur ; it happens chat the Particles of that Sulphur 
remain very large , and furnifh’d with a great Number of 
{mall Branches. And therefore it fo intangles and faftens 
all the other Bodies , with which it happens to be mixed, 
that it feems to keep ‘em under its Domination, if I may 
fay fo,by the Bulk of its Mafs,and the numerous Branches 
of, its Particles. The Sulphur of the Blood , being fuch 
as | have fuppofed, and confequently very fat and iweer, 
muft needs make the Mafs of the Blood fat and {weer, 
not to fay infipid, | mixing it felf with its other Princi- 
ples, and covering them on all fides by it felf, and by the 
Phiegm, in which ic is diflolved, And therefore that Pro- 
prune of the Quantity and Qualities of the fenfible 

rinciples ot the Blood, ought to be look’d upon asa fat 
Temper: And becaufe the Sulphur, that is accounted 
fat, has not ry! a radical Heat , by Reafon~of the Mar- 
ter of the firft Element lying in its Pores, but alfo a real 
one, by the hot Fermentation it undergoes, and is befides 
very moift ; I call that Temper hot and moift. I need 
not lofe any time in explaining the Caufe of it ; becaufe 
whoever confiders what I have faid, will eafily apprehend 
that it is determined by a fat and {weet Sulphur. 

To make the Reader underftand the fat Temper of the 
Blood, I thall obierve, in the firft Place, chat its Mats, 
whilft it remains in its natural State , affords a great ma- 
ny grealy and {weet Juices, prpete for a good Plight of 
the Body, and a great deal of that arterial, fat, and {weet 
Lympha, full of Animal Spirits, which ferves for the 
Nourihment of the folid Parts, and enables them to per- 
form their Functions. Which is the Reafon why thofe 
Men, whofe Blood is naturally of a fat Temper, have 
generally a imiling Countenance , and fo good a Phyfiog- 
nomy, that one can hardly look upon them without be- 
ing prepofleft in their Favour. They are alfo fat,and ve- 
p bapa Their Skin is white, and interfperfed with a 
clear red Colour ; and their Pulfe is full and very regu- 
lar. 

_ Secondly, "tis to be obferved that the Proportion of 
the Quantity and Qualities of all the ecsuments, which 
the Blood of a fat Temper affords, is fuch that they al- 


ways happen to be well rempered. And therefore thof 
Men, whofe Blood is of fuch a Temper, are pate 


good natured. They ceme into the World with fair 
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Hair, and a well formed and plump Body : Their Skin, 
which is red at firft, quickly lofes the greateft part of irs 
Rednefs, and by degrees turns into a ficfh Colour. 

I thall obferve, in the Third Place , that the recremen. 
titious Juices of a fat Blood, being fweet and well tem. 
pered ;sthere can be no doubt, that the nervous Juice is 
unétuous enough to make the {mall Veffels, which com. 
pofe the white Subftance of the Brain , fo pliant that the 
animal Spirits do eafily convey to them the Impreffions, 
which external Obje&s ufually make upon the Organs of 
the Senfes, The nervous Juice, I have juft now men. 
tion’d, being un@tuous , and confequently very porous, 
muft needs contain a great many Animal Spirits in its 
Pores: And becaufe its Sulphurous Particles, though ex. 
tremely {mall , are neverthelefs full of Branches, they 
muft needs entangle thofe Spirits, and hinder these Moti. 
on from being too fwift or too flow, unlefs it be emcreaf. 
ed or leffen'd by an external or internal Caufe. 

I think one may eafily apprehend from what I have faid 
in the laft place, that thofe Men, whofe Blood is natural. 
ly of a fat Temper, eafily acquire the Knowledge of fuck 
> a as offer themfelves to their Mind through the Sen. 
fes; and thatthe Traces of their Ideas remain fo deeply 
imprinted.on the {mall Veflels , which form the ovalCen. 
ter of the Brain, that they cannot be eafily defaced. And 
therefore thofe Men muft needs have a great Vivaci. 
ty, a folid Judgment, and a happy Memary : They muf 
be inclined, as they really are, co Mirth and Jollity , and 
confquently to love every thing that pleafes their Senfes 
They are obliging, civil to their Equals, thankful, and 
fufceprible of all forts.of Impreffions ; fo that when they 
are fo happy as to have a good Edugation from their early 
Years, they acquire all the good Qualities I have menti. 
on’d: They become Polite, Coumeous, Learned, Wife, 
and Sociable: They gain the Love and Efteem of every 
Body: Nay, they are able to fucceed in cheir De. 
figns. 


Of the Second Simple Temper of the Blood. 


Whenever the Proportion of the Quantity and Quali. 
ties of the fenfible Principles of the Blood is fuch, that 
the Acrimonious Sale happens to be difentangled from 
the acid Salt and the Earth, and is plentiful enough and 
fufficiently diluted in the Phlegm, to divide the Sulphur 
eafily ; it does a€tually divide it, and grows fo thin by 
much dividing it, that ic cannot, by Reafon of its fmall 
Bulk, and the fmal] Number of the Branches of its Parti. 
cles, clofely unite and wrap up on every fide the other 
Bodies, with which it is mixed: And confequently they 
cannot make up together with ita fluid Body of a Con- 
fiftence like that of the Blood, the Mafs whereof is far 
and {weet : Sothat the Acrimonious Salt happens to be 
in amanner Superior to the other Principles of the Blood 
by the Sharpnefs of its J’articles, and the great Motion it 
receives from the Saline Acid Corpufcles, which ferment 
it, when it penetrates into their Contexture: And be- 
caufe the Choler chiefly confiits of this Salr, and of the 
Sulphur, to which it is always clofely united ; I think the 
Proportion of the Quantity and Qualities of the fenfible 
Principles of the Blood juft now mention’d, may be call’d 
acholerick Temper. I take this Temper to be hot and 
dry, that is, hoter and not fo moift as that, which I have 
call'd fat; becaufe the Acrimonious Salt of the Blood, 
being confidered with refpe& to the hot Fermentation it 
continually undergoes, and to the great Diffipation of the 
Particles of the white Portion of that Liquor, which it 
caufes by moving and dividing it , ought to be look’d up- 
on ashotand dry. One may eafily conceive from what 
I have faid, that the Acrimonious-Sulphurous Salt of the 
Blood determines its cholerick Temper. 

The Blood of a Cholerick Temper cannot afford any 
Recrements fo fat and fo fweet, as thofe that are fevered 
from the Blood of a fat Temper : This may eafily be ap- 
oT by what I have faid above. And therefore thofe 

en, whofe Blood is naturally of a cholerick Temper, 
are not very fat and ficfhy : Their Pulfe is very frequent : 
Their Hair is generally of a Chefnut-Colour, ‘and if they 
are born with Light Hair, it quickly changes into that 
Colour : It is fometimes Red, and moft times curled. 

The Acrimonious Salt, prevailing above the orher 
Principles of the Blood of a cholerick Temper, is the 
Rea- 
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Reafon why all the Récrements, which that Blood affords, 
are not fo fat aud moift as thofe of the Blood of a fat 
Temper. And therefore the nervous Juice, proceeding 
fcom the arterial Blood of a cholerick Temper , cannot 
be fo thick and fo moift, as that which is fevered from the 
Blood of a fac Temper. This being fuppofed ; the Ani- 
mal Spirits contain’diin. the Pores of that Juice, muft 
needs be very fubsid,and have a free Motion ; and the 
Veflels, which make\ up the white Subftance of the 
Brain, muft needs be pretcy: pliant. And ‘therefore the , 
Impreffions madejby-externa! Obje&s upon the Sentes of 
thofe, whofe Bleod is, of a Cholerick Temper, are ealily 
conveyed co the oval,Center ; where their Traces would 
remain a confiderable time , were they not generally dc- 
faced by new Impreflions, as I fhall thew hereafter. — 

The nervous Juice being very Subtil , and the Animal 
Spirits having a free Motion in its Pores; all the Im- 
preflions of outward Objects upon che Organs of thole 
Men, whofe Blood is of a Cholerick Temper, are quickly 
conveyed into the Oval Center: And therefore thole 
Men muft needs have fo great a Penetration , that ‘tis 
impoflible for them , efpecially when their Imagisfation 
is very warm, to reflect upon their Ideas , as much as is 
neceflary to perceive wherein they agree or difagree. 
Hence it is that they make wrong Judgments , and falfe 
Reafonings ; particularly when they give a full Scope to 
their Vivacity : And becaufe they are too hafty in their 
way of Thinking, the Traces of the Impreflions, which 
£xternal Obje&ts make upon their Brain, prove fo Super- 
ficial, that a new Idea frequently drives away moit of 
thofe chat went before : And therefore they can’t have a 
very good Memory. I think one may ealily apprehend 
from the Principles I have laid down, that the Men I 
am fpeaking of , are always inclined co talk much, and 
too quick and lively to overcome their Paffions. And 
therefore "tis no Wonder they are fo tedious in Conver- 
fation, and extremely fenfual, paflionate, and revengeful. 
1 add, that their Bodies are fitted for all forts of Exerci- 
fes; aad chat they are generally inconftant, unfaithful, 
ingrate, felfconceited, vain, and proud. 


Of the Third Simple Temper of the Blood. 


When the fenfible Principles of the Blood are in fuch 
a Proportion of Quantity and Qualities, that the Sulphur, 
Salt, and Earch happen to be mixed with too plentiful a 
Phlegm ; theri the numerous Particles, of the Phlegm, 


being extremely {mall and pliant, get fo eafily and in fo ' 


great a Quantity into the Contexture of the Molecile 
which they form, and into all their Pores, chat they are 
as it were drown’d ; and confequently they make a Wa- 
cerifh or Phlegmatick Blood. Wherefore I call the. Pro- 
portion of the Quantity and apc of the different 
Principles of that Liquor, a phlegmatick or pituitous 
Temper: Which ought to be look’d upon as cold and 
inoift; that is, not fo hot as the fat and cholerick Tem- 
pers, and a great deal moifter than both of ’em: I fay, 
it ought to be look’d upon as cold and moift, becaufe rhe 
Phlegm, which determines it, has thofe two Qualities. 

When the Blood is of a phlegmatick Temper, the 
Phlegm, which prevails above the other Principles, is fo 
united to its Sulphur, and abforbes its Earth and its Sale in 
facha manner, that its Mafs affords a great Quantity of 
{weet and far Recrements, much like thofe chat are fave. 
red from the Blood of afat Temper, but they are much 
more waterifh, Which is the Reafon why thofe Men, 
who have a Blood of a phlegmatick Temper, are very fat 
and flefhy , and their Skin is fo white, that it hardly 
comes near a trué Flefh-Colour. They have generally a 
mild Look, a foft and flow Pulfe, lighter and finer Hair 
than thofe , whofe tlood is of a fat Temper, and grow 
hoary fooner tlian others. 

The Recrementitious Juices of a Blood of a phlegma- 
tick Temper, are fat and [weet ; but becaufe they are 
very waterifh, the Animal Spirit is too much diluted , or 
rather drown'd inthem. And therefore thofe Men, who 
have a Blood of that Temper, are far from being fo lufty 
and vigorous, as thofe, whofe Blood is of ‘fat, cholerich, 
or melancholy Temper ; and confequently they are not 
fit for any violent Exercife, and cannot bedr a great and 
long Application eer 

From what I have faid, one may eafily apprehend, that 
the nervous Juice drawn from a Blood of a phlegmatick 
Temper , is like thé other Recrements, I mean fat aad 
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very waterifh ; and therefore che white Subftance of the 
Brain, which it nourifhes, muft needs be very foft and 
pliant. This Juice does fo much weaken, by its greac 
Moiftnefs, the Force of the Animal Spirits contain’d in 
its Pores, that thofe Spirits , either by the Relaxation of 
their AEtherial Particles, or by the great Divifion of 
their internal Parts, convey but flowly into the Oval 
Center the Impreflions of outward Obje&s upon the Or- 
gans of the Senfes. And therefore the Ideas, which thofe 
impreffions excite in the Mind, are weak, and confequent- 
ly may eafily be defaced ; not only becaufe they are 
weak , but alfo becaufe they are imprinted upon the tens 
der and fofe Veflels, which form the Texture of the 
white Subftance of the Brain. 

This being Suppofed , ‘ris no difficule thing to appre- 
hend, that thofe Men, whofe Blood is of a phlegmatick 
Temper, have no great Penetration and Memory. The 
do not eafily conceive thofe things, that offer themfelves 
to their Minds ; and when they conceive them, they will 


quickly forget "em. Any ont may be convinced of it, 


that conliders with what difficulty Children of a very 
moift Temper learn the firft Principles of the Sciences, 
and how eafily they forget them, It ap>cars from what 
has been faid, chat thofe Men, wh» havea Blood of a 
phlegmatick Temper, don’r feem tu be born for creat 
Things; becaufe not knowing them, and not being 1b !¢ 
to make ferious Reflexions upon them , they are 1or quis 
lified to undertake’em, or tofucceedinthem ‘hoc 
Men are little fond of any ching, thar flatters the Seo i-s ; 
and therefore eafily overcome their Paffions, and nod 
not do themfelves any great Violence , to be honeft and 
virtuous. “Tis no wonder they are chafte, pious, quiet, 
and little affe@ted with cle faddeft Occurrences of Life. 
Being little moved with the good Offices thry receive from 
others, they are not very forward in exprclliak their Ac- 
knowledgment for them ; and becaufe they eafily forget 
"em, they are often guilty of Ungratefulnefs. Havin 
no great Strength in their Limbs, ¢ ey walk lazily, Son 
are quickly weary of bodily Exercifes, 


Of the Fourth Simple Temper of the Blood. 


.When.the Phlegm, the Sulpltur, the Salt; and the Earth 
of the Blood, are in fuch a Proportion of Quantity and 
Qualities, that the Saline acid Particles , which are clofe- 
ly united to its Acrimonious Salt and to its Sulphur , ftop 
their Pores, by their Quantity or Bignefs , and hinder 
the acid. volatile Salt, which remains floating in its Mafs, 
from getting into them eafily enough, to caufe a Fermen- 
tation as hot as that, which the Blood of a fat or cholerick 
Temper undergoes; then the acid Sale of that Liquor 
ought to be look'd upon as prevailing above the otlier Bos 
dies, of which it confifts. And becaufe this acid Sale; 
difperfed thro’ the whole Mafs of that Liquor, is to be 
taken for that Portion, which thé Ancient Phyficians 
call’d Melancholy ; I call by the Name of melancholy 
Temper, the Proportion of the Quantity and Qualities 
of the Senfible. Principles of the Blood, whith I have juft 
now menrion’d ; and I add; that this Temper ought to be 
look’d upon as cold and dry, that is, not fo hot and moift 
as the fat Temper of that Liquor; becaufe the acid Sale, 
which determines it, is cold and dry; and becaufe it lef. 
fens the .Fermentation of the Blood ; and its Mafs is not 
very. full of Phiegm. . 4 4%e : 

o make the Readet underftand what I am going to 
fay, I thal] obferve firft, that when the Blood is of a me- 
lancholy Temper , on acid Salt prevails above the other 
Principles,and is fo dnited to itsAcrimonious Sulphurous 
Sale, that it makes its Contexture tog clofe, to be eafil 
penetrated by the Saline, acid, volatile Particles , whic 
remain floating in its Mafs. Wherefore the natural Fer- 
mentation of that Liquor is fo moderate , that it cannot 
fufficiently divide its Molecule: So that the Blood of a 
melancholy Temper muft needs be thick, and its Recre. 
ments muft have more Confiftence , and confequently 
lefs Fluidity, than thofe of the Blood of a fat, cholerick, 
or phlegmatick Temper. Having laid down thefe Prin. 
ciples, I fay, that thofe Men, whofe Blood happens to be 
of a melancholy Temper, muft be indifferently fat and 
flethy ; becaufe chat Liquor being thick, and confequenr- 
ly having but little Phlegm, does not afford many Recre- 
mentitious Juices; However thofe it affords, are not ve- 
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ifh ; and therefore thofe Parts that are nourifh’d 
by Ag mutt have more Confiftence , and contequcedly 
more Strength, than thofe that are nourith'd by ae - 
cements fevered froma Blood of a fat, cholerick,or phieg- 
matick Temj<:. Which is the Reafon why melancholy 
Men are genetall y more healthful and ftronger than others: 
Their Skin is fomewhat brown : They have a ferious 
Look, and moft times a flow Pulfe : When they are born, 
rheir Hair is of a deep Chefnut-Colour , and grows black 
afterwards. t 5:8 : 
what I have faid, it may be eafily infers'd , that 
Py cwdes Tales drawn from the Blood of a maowe: 
ly Temper, tho’ never {o fluid, has more Confiftence, an 
confequently a clofer Texture, than that which is fevered 
from the Blood of a fat, cholerick, or blegmatick Tem- 
per. From whence it follows, that the Animal Spirits, 
tho’ well qualified , do not eafily move in its Pores, and 
that the Subftance of the Brain, nourifh’d by them, is 
ftronger in melancholy Men than in others. This thews 
that the Impreflions made by external Objeéts upon the 
Senfes of thofe Men , whofe Blood is of a melancholy 
Temper, are but flowly conveyed to the fall white Vet- 
fels of the Oval Center. Neverthelefs the Ideas raifed in 
the Mind by thofe Impreffions, are deeply imprinted in 
the Brain; becaufe the Particles of Air, contain’d in the 
Animal Spirits, have a fufficient Elafticicy, and the nitrous 
Particles of the fame Spirits have Mafles of a fufficient 
Bignefs, to make the Traces of thofe Ideas deep and con-

fequently more lafting. prehend from what has been 


Tis an eafy thing toa 
faid, that tecle Men, whofe Blood happens to be of a me- 


holy Temper, do not eafily acquire the Knowledge 
of he Things ; which offer themfelves to their Minds : 
One may alfo apprehend , that when they know them, 
they don't eafily torger “em, Which being fuppofed, I 
fay, that thofe Men are naturally difpofed to refle& upoa 
their Ideas, and confequently well qualified to know 
wherein they agree or difagree. And therefore they have 
generally a great Solidity of Judgment, they argue clofe- 
ly, and have a very happy Memory. Ladd, that if they 
are not fo lively as thofe, whofe Blood is of a fat, or cho- 
Jerick Temper ; they have a more folid Judgment, a 
yreater Juftnels of hought, and a more lafting Memo- 
ry. Befides, they are fober, and more inclined to Virtue 
than to Vice, provided they be not fpoil’d by a bad Edu- 
cation, or ill Examples. Having always a Propenfity to 
Mediration , and to keep, as it were, within themfelves, 
they are not very fond of Company. However , when 
they have a great Efteem for fome of thofe, wirh whom 
they are ufed to converfe, they love them figcerely and 
conftantly: For Conftancy is their peculiar CharaGer ; 
and we know by Expericace, that of all Lovers none are 
more coaltant than thote, whofe Blood is of a melancho- 
ly Lemper. I think what I have faidis fufficient to fhew, 
de melancholy Men have a Steadinefs of Mind, that is 
commendable, when kept within due Bounds, and blame- 
able, when attended with Obftinacy. 
To conclude, I muft obferve, that when the white 
Subftance of the Brain of fome Men, who have a me- 
lanchely Blood, is fo hard that it cannot eafily receive the 
Impreflions made by external Objects upon the Organs 
of the Senfes; and befides, when their Animal Spirits 
are ill qualified, and fo entangled ina thick nervous 
Juice , that they convey thofe Impreffions into the Oval 
Center flowly and weakly ; thofe Men have fo hard an 
Apprehenfion, fo weak a Judgment, and fo bad a Memo- 
ry, that they are almoft Seupid.

That is, Am Ecclefiaftical and Political Hiftory, 
from the Year 1600. tothe Year 1710. By John 
Wolfgang Jxgerus. 

HE Author informs the Reader in his Preface, that 
Frederick Charles Prince of Wirtemberg charged him, 

and two other Perfons, twenty Years ago, to write the 
ififtory of the XVUth Century. He was then l’rofeilor 
ot Morality, The Orders he received , imported that he 


thou'd colle whatever cor.vern'’d Ecclefiaftical and Poli- 
tical Hiftory, confult the beft Authors, and give his Judg- 
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ment about every thing related by him. The Caufeso 
Troubles, Schifms, and Herefies, and all other Inno ver 
ons, were to be the main Obje@ of his Application, 
This Work fhews how carefully he has perform’d the Du. 
ties he underrook to difcharge. 


He begins with the Eletion of Pope Clement VITI. be. 
caule.the Government of that Pontiff Jafted till the fifth 
Year of the XVIIth Century. But what he fays of him, 
goes only by the Name of Preliminaries : the Hiftory, 
properly fpeaking,begins with the Jubilee of the Year 1600, 

he Author’s Method in dividing his Books is very na- 
tural, He mentions the Faés relating to each Nation, 
by chemfelves ; and thofe Fa&s are generally the Subjest 
of each Chapter. For inftance ; The firft Chapter of the 
firft Book is entitl'd, s%a Romana ; the Second, in Gallia; 
the Third, Afa Scetica; the fourth, 44a Belgica; the 
Fifth, Ada Hungarica ; the Sixth, Aa Bobmifica; the 
Seventh, A@a Suecica; the Eighth, in Auftria & Styria ; 
the Ninth, 4a Polonica ; the Tenth, <éa Sabaudica ; the 
Eleventh, A&a Chinenfia; and the Twelfth, Aa Jefuitica. 
All thofe Chapters, excepting the Sixth and the lait, treat 
of fome particular Nation. In the Sixth, M. Jegerus gives 
an Account of Bobmizs’s Vifions. That Son of the Night, 
fayshe, that Father of Darknefs, was born in the Yea; 
1575. wna Village near Gorlirz. Plowing was the only 
thing his Relations cou’d teach him. However, he lea-n’d 
to read and to write, and then became a Shoemaker. He 
affirm’d, that he fell into an Extafis in the Year 1620. and 
that he had a full Contemplation of Heavenly Things for 
the Space of Seven Days. In 1610. he had another Rap- 
ture ; and to preferve the Memory of that great Event 
he publith’d a Book entitled Aurora. This Work is acon. 
fufed Heap of Impertinencies : Aftrology, Philofophy, 
and Theology, are often confounded together in one and 
the fame Period. But what con’d the World expect from 
an ignorant Shoemaker ? The Magiftrates of Gorlitz for- 
bad him to write any more ; but the Book he had already 
publithd , cou’d not be fupprefs'd. Bobmins had fome 
Followers, a fort of Men like him, whom M. Jegerus 
undertakes to confute, only by defiring them to explain 
and to prove the Dofétrine of their Mafter. Here is a 
Specimen of Bohmias’s Do&rine. ‘‘ From whence wou'd 
‘* you have us derive che Origin of the Devils > You 
wont confefs that the Devil is a great Portion of the 
Deity, according to the Nature of the Father ; and 
yet Chrift himfelf gives the Title of Prince to Lucifer. 
Since you are not of my Opinion, thew me any other 
Nature befides the Divine, out of which the Devil was 
created. ». + When a finful Soul leaves this World, 
it goes into the dark World, and adheres to the Eternel 
Nature, to its Mother out of which it came, and in 
which it does naturally Subfift. .. . . The Holy Ghoft 
proceeds fiom the Trinity... .. God placed Jefus 
Chrift upon the Throne of Lucifer, and gave him the 
fame Power Lucifer had before his Fall... . . God 
confifts of Seven Kinds or Generations. .... There 
is no other Difference between God and Lucifer » thaa 
what is to be found between Parents and Children. 
Bebmius inferted many fuch Blafphemies in feveral of 
his Books, which the Fanaticks of his Country admire, as 
containing a very profound,and pious Theology,no lefs ine 
telligible to the Mind than obfcure to the Fleih. The Au- 
thor obferves, that Calovins has been move fuccefsful in 
Confuting this Enthufiaft, than all his other Adverfaries. 

What M. Fegerus calls Aa Jefuitica, in the 12th Chap- 
ter, is only a thort Obfervation. He fays, that in the Year 
1600. the Jefuits of Dole gave out that Beza was dead, and 
that he return’d into the Pale of the Catholick Church bee 
fore he died. M. Jaezerus adds, that the Divines of Genes 
va, and Beza himfelf difperted feveral Pieces , which 
fhow'd the Falfiry of that Report. 

There is no need to dwell upon the other Books of 
this Hiftory : The Author obferves the fame Method es 
in the firft, and the Subje&s contain’d in them are fuftie 
ciently Known. The Seés and Parties , he mor: partie 
cularly deferibes, are Bobmi{m above-mention‘d, Weigelias 
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nifm , Arminianifm . Syncreti{m , Amyrald lm, Janfeni{m » 
Arnaldijm, Prebabilifm, Nataralifm, Borrkijm, Sociniani {my 
Labadijm, Commenianifm, Hobbefiani{m, Cartefiari{m, Coccer 
anilm, Beckerifin, Pieti{m, Quakeri{m, Famil:fim, Spinozifmy 
Nullibifm, Poirctianifm , Bourrignoni{m , Leckianifm, Myftie 
cifm, Stengeriafuifm, what the Auther calls the new Cre 
genifm of Cardinal Petrucci, andM. de Fenelon » the Philadel 
phianz, and the new Pro hets of the Cevennes.
